PLANTING 

Plant  in  September,  October,  or  any 
time  before  freezing  winter  weather. 
They  give  best  results  when  fall- 
planted  because  they  are  early  spring 
blooming.  Tulips  will  thrive  in  any 
good  soil.  If  fertilizer  is  used  do 
not  place  touching  the  bulb.  Below 
the  bulb  with  an  inch  of  soil  on  top 
is  a  good  location  for  your  fertilizer. 
Plant  so  that  bulb  is  covered  with 
four  inches  of  soil.  Tulips  will  do 
best  where  they  have  sunshine  at 
least  half  of  each  day. 

SIZES 

The  large  size  bulbs  called  No.  1  are 
from  11  y2  to  13  cm.  in  circumfer¬ 
ence. 

Size  2  bulb  are  10y2  to  11  cm.  in 
circumference. 

The  No.  1  bulbs  are  used  mostly  for 
forcing  under  glass  but  for  outdoor 
planting  you  will  find  the  No.  2  bulbs 
giving  excellent  results.  It  is  not 
likely  that  there  will  be  any  differ¬ 
ence  in  the  length  of  the  stem  or  the 
size  of  the  flower  from  either  No.  1 
or  No.  2  bulbs  grown  out-of-doors. 
Both  should  make  fine  flowers. 

DARWIN  TULIPS 

The  tall,  late  varieties  that  are  so 
much  admired.  Blooming  in  this 
latitude  about  April  20th,  sometimes 
later.  Not  all  Darwin  tulips  bloom 
at  exactly  the  same  time.  There  is  a 
difference  in  varieties. 

COTTAGE  TULIPS 

These  are  large,  tall  tulips,  a  little 
earlier  than  the  Darwins. 

TRIUMPH  TULIPS 

Triumphs  are  a  cross  between  the 
Darwins  and  the  earlier  varieties 
and  are  not  quite  so  tall  as  the  Dar¬ 
wins,  but  have  very  large  flowers  and 
are  a  little  earlier  than  Darwins. 

LILY-FLOWERING  TULIPS 

Rather  late  as  to  blooming  time, 
blooming  when  the  Darwins  do,  but 
producing  a  lily-shaped  flower  that 
is  very  beautiful  and  attractive.
